Hold Fast On 
Somme Front 


Between 200 And 300 Nazi Tanks Break 
French Left Flank But Entrapment 


Seems Probable 
PARIS, June 8.—The French army fought the invad- 
ing Germans bitterly tonight on both banks of the Oise river, 
the struggle centering 48 miles north of Paris in the Ours- 
camp forest south of Noyon. 


This action was in the centre of ‘General Maxime 
Weygand’s line, where the Nazis struck hard after be- 
tween 200 and 300 of their tanks had broken the French 
left flank, crossing the Bresle and driving south 20 miles 
to Forges-les-Faux—midway between the river and Rouen. 


The Somme fight, in general, however, was holding on a 
line which was roughly only seven to 12 miles south of its 
Starting point, despite the tremendous four-day assault of | 
the Nazis. 


Anti-Tank Units In Hot Pursuit 


The German armored units which broke the left flank | 
went around French support points without an infantry | 
follow-up, and their entrapment seemed probable. French 
anti-tank units are in hot pursuit. 

Meanwhile, along with a disclosure that Polish artillery 
now is pounding away at the Nazis at the side of the French, 
the department of mariné here announced that in reprisal 
for the recent bombing of Paris, a-squadron of naval bomb- 
ers raided factories in the outskirts of Berlin last night, re- 
turning intact. 


Forges-les-Faux is 12 miles south of the Bresle river 
and nearly 40 miles from Abbeville on the Somme, where 
the right wing action of the German offensive started 
three days ago. The town is 25 miles northeast of Rouen. 


The French war ministry said the Nazi push, aimed at 
the centre of the French defences guarding the broad Oise | 
valley which leads to Paris, had reached Carlepoint, 53 miles 
northeast of Paris, yesterday.

Still in the Ring 


The British army has not been knock- 
ed out of the ring—as Herr Goering in- 
tended when he aimed the Flanders blow. 
The section that was caught in the trap 
opened by Leopold is resting and re-arm- 
ing in England, while the other section is 
fighting on the Somme and giving a good 
account of itself. Its numbers may not be 
large, but they will grow as the days pass, 
and its presence is standing proof that the 
French are not “left to fight alone,” as 
Berlin wishfully boasted would be the re- 
sult of the Belgian reverse. 

For the time the French have to bear 
the brunt of the new attacks—whiclr they 
are doing with characteristic tenacity and 
very encouraging success. But for the 
time only. British reserves will be called 
into action as they are equipped and re- 


quired. In the words of Mr. Baldwin, 
they'll “be there,” in steadily growing 
strength. 


Herr Goering’s strategy was based on 
the age-old maxim “divide and conquer”. 
But he didn’t quite succeed in dividing the 
physical forces of the Allies; while the 
fury of his onslaughts has reacted other- 
wise than he expected. The morale of the 
Allied peoples has been toughened by the 
test, their union welded by the blows they 
have sustained. 


“Their” War Also 


The United States navy has found it 
can get along with 50 fewer fighting 
planes, and has traded these back to the 
makers, to be replaced later on. The mak- 
ers are thus in position to sell the planes 
to the Allies, which was the understood 
intention when the trade-in was made. 

Concurrently the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce declared by reso- 
lution that “every possible assistance 
should be given to the Allied cause’; Gov- 
ernor Lehman went to Washington to 
urge the Government to let the Allies have 
all the planes, equipment and supplies 
that can be spared; and Colonel Frank 
Knox of the Chicago News flatly declared 
“Our neutrality has been a sham. We 
have always been for the Allies, and any- 
thing we can do to help them will be a di- 
rect contribution to American security.” 

These events of a day reflect the great 
awakening of our neighbors to the stark 
reality that Hitler and his allies aim to 
make “every human being and every mile 
of the earth’s surface” subject to their ty- 
rannous will. 

To us in the fighting democracies it is 
plain and has been that the cl 
United States is to supply arms now or 
risk having to supply both arms and fight- 
ing men later on. Those in the republic 
who can see beyond the events of the mo- 
ment and the borders of their own coun- 
try take the same view.

After July 1st, a Canadian who wishes 
to visit the United States will have to ob- 
tain a passport and present this to offi- 
cials at the border for examination and 
endorsement. Hitherto no such permits 
have been required to pass from one coun- 
try to the other in either direction. Wheth- 
er the arrangement will be any serious in- 
convenience to travellers will depend a 
good deal on how it is administered—and 
whether or not the travellers take the 
trouble to find out in advance what is re- 
quired of them. 

Canadians are not being singled out 
for exceptional treatment. The ruling ap- 
plies to persons seeking to enter the Unit- 
ed States from any other part of North 
America, including British, French and 
Dutch islands in the West Indies. The ob- 
ject is to head off Nazi agents and other 
brands of trouble-makers who may try to 
sneak into the country as tourists or busi- 
ness travellers—as the Nazi advance 
forces sneaked into Norway and Holland. 


Washington may have in mind that 
Canada and other Allied territories are 
getting uncomfortable for persons of 


these types, who may try to find asylum 
in the United States. The passport ruling 
is notice that they are not wanted 

It is to be hoped Canada wil! not have 
to impose similar restriction upon people 
coming from the United States into the 
Dominion, for this might in measure dis 
courage bona fide tourists, who are ex 
pected to cone in large numbers to visit

If the restriction has to be im- 
posed, the procedure for getting the pass- 
ports inspected and endorsed at the bound- 
ary should be made as quick and conveni- 
ent a8 possible, and the utmost official 
courtesy shown to applicants whom there 
is no actual reason to suspect.

Canada Builds Tanks 


There will be gratification throughout 
Canada—in no way associated with consid- 
erations of employment and profits—that 
Canadian plants started work this morn- 
ing on 300 tanks for Great Britain. This, 
it is to be hoped, indicates the removal of 
whatever have been the causes of delay, 
and that hereafter Canadian industry will 
be allowed to show what it can do in the 
building of ground fighting machinery. 

The motor industry of Canada stands 
ready to stop making automobiles and set 
its plants and staffs on the exclusive job 
of producing mechanized equipment for 
the Allied forces. London was so inform- 
ed several days ago. And long since Can- 
ada gave a blanket undertaking to finance 
British purchases of equipment and sup- 
plies in the Dominion if, when, and to what 
extent this might be necessary. 

London responded to this offer on Fri- 
day by placing the order for tanks. Cana- 
dian factories would be better equipped 
for turning out these land warships if an 
order placed here last fall had not been 
countermanded because of a change of 
mind as to the size or pattern required. 
If there is any delay in getting production 
going full blast, that will explain it. 

Unless the idea still holds that British 
and French plants can produce them in 
sufficent numbers, it may be expected 
Canadian concerns will also be asked to 
supply trucks, lorries, armored cars and 
other types of motorized vehicles. These 
they would have no trouble in producing 
on a large and fast increasing scale. 

If the Allies are weak in mechanical 
equipment of these classes, it is no fault 
of Canadian authorities or industry, and 
not due to financial difficulties. That the 
offer to turn the automobile plants into 
production “all out” was not immediately 
accepted suggests confidence at London 
and Paris that the shortage is not alarm- 


ing. 


The west finally got through seeding 
wheat about the end of May—a sufficient 
commentary on the lateness of the spring. 
But it was not uniformly late, for in some 
districts wheat is already six or seven 
inches above ground. While in some areas 
moisture is said to be lacking, the general 
situation appears to be favorable. In Al- 
berta, the moisture supply is reported to 
be about the same as at this time last year.

Useless Criticism 


Nothing is gained by continuance of severe 
criticism of the government for what it did not 
do in preparation for the present acute stage of 
the war. Everyone, the government included, 
knows now that more should have been done. 
But it is largely a matter of hindsight all around. 

Ts it likely that any other government would 
have done much, if any, more under the circum- 
stances, with the war dawdling along and. the 
British government not encouraging Canada to 
send more troops or to produce more in the way 
of war supplies? 

It can be seen, now, that Canada should have 
acted more on her own. But how many saw 
that, before the German war machine started 
rolling just eight weeks ago? It will be said 
that the government had long been charged with 
being too inactive. That was part of the case 
used against the government in the general elec- 
tion. It was said to have made serious mistakes 
in what it had done, and not to have done nearly 
enough. This criticism was answered by the 
government, and the elections on March 26 
showed that the country had confidence in it 
and did not take the opposition criticism’ very 
seriously. ‘ 

The fact is that whatever merit there was in 
the criticism of the government at that time was 
lost because of the partisan spirit in which most 
of the criticism was made. But, with an election 
pending, that was not very strange. 

Now, with the deepening crisis in Europe, 
party considerations must be forgotten. There 
is need of the closest co-operation of all parties 
in speeding up and increasing, to the limit of 
Canada’s ability, the part she is to take in the 
fateful conflict. The incoming news impresses 
the tragic truth that all that matters now is the 
present task and the maximum effort that Cana- 
dians can put into its achievement.—Winnipeg 
Free Press. 


On This Date 


By FRED WILLIAMS 


There are very few people still living who 
can recall the days of public hangings in Upper 
Canada. Such a one is Hon. Mr. Justice W. R. 
Riddell, who recalls that on June 9, 1859, while 
he was, then seven years old, waiting to be taken 
to school, he saw lines of country folk driving 
into Cobourg to see a man hanged for murder. 
The criminal was a Dr. W. H. King, who had 
practised medicine for several years at Brighton. 
He married a daughter of a prominent local fam- 
ily, and for some time they seemed to live hap- 
pily. Ten Mrs. King got “bad spells” and 
finally died suddenly. Some of her family in- 
sisted upon an inquest and an autopsy, which 
revealed a large quantity of arsenic in her body. 

A warrant was issued for her husband's 
arrest, but he had “skipped” as soon as he heard 
of the investigation. After several months his 
wife’s brother, who had sworn that he would 
never rest until] the doctor was found, traced 
him out in California, He was brought back to 
Cobourg, tried by Mr. Justice Burns and a jury, 
convicted of wilful murder and sentenced to 
death. 

His defence was that he had been in the habit 
of administering arsenic to his wife in small 
doses, such as permitted by the code, and that 


a quantity must have lodged in his wife's 
stomach and caused her death. The crown 
prosecutor, Thomas Galt (afterwards Sir 


Thomas, chief justice of Ontario), secured his 
verdict by placing the recovered arsenic on a 
sheet of paper before a medical expert witness 
from New York state, and asked: “Do you swear 
that such a quantity of arsenic could accumulate 
in a human stomach?” The reply was negative 
and sealed the fate of Dr. King. 

Judge Riddel] did not himself see the execu- 
tion on June 9, 1859, but he met many who had, 
because the ground in front of the courthouse 
was crowded with morbid sightseers, while 
others climbed trees to witness the hanging. It 
was not until 1269 that public executions were 
abolished, and the tragedies took place with 
semi-privacy in courthouse yards.

Editor, Bulletin: I wish to call at- 
tention of serious minded Canadians 
in these troubled times of dictator-

The most striking thing about! 


acute urticaria is the suddenness 
with which it may develop and its 
equally rapid disappearance. In 
the acute cases, the patient may 
recover with'n a few hours. In the 
chronic form, recovery is not so 
quickly accomplished. However, 
the characteristic feature in the 
acute case is the extreme transitory 
nature of the skin irritation, the 
hives usually disappearing within 
a day or so at the most. 

Some foods have a well-known 
tendency to produce hives in those 
susceptible to this disorder. Such 
foods as strawberries, shellfish, 
eggs, pork, cheese, oatmeal and to- 
matoes, are often found to produce 
the cl.aracteristic symptoms in one 
who is sensitive to any food or 
foods. While these foods are per- 
fectly wholesome in themselves,

As it has been found @ good plan 
to bring about an jntestinal elime 
ination in those suffering from 
hives, it is often recommended that 
the patient take an enema, and 
some medical authorities recom- 
mend castor oll, calomel, or saline 
purgatives. The diet during the 
acute attack should be kept fairly 
simple

30 AMBULANCE 
UNITS FOR WAR} 


Twelve Are Pledged By 
Individuals, Groups 
In Alberta 


TORONTO, June 8—The Cana- 
Gian Red Cross today neared its 
quota of 50 ambulances to be 
donated to the British Red Cross 
for use on the European war- 
fronts, announcing receipt of 42 
definite donations. 


Latest response to the organiza- 
tion’s nation-wide appeal came 
from mining companies operating 
in Ontario, Quebee and Manitoba, 
donating seven machines. Two 
other late donations were reported 
from Saskatchewan and New 
Brunswick, 


WINNIPEG, June 8—Total num- 
ber of ambulances pledged in 
western Canada to the Canadian 
Red Cross for overseas service 
rose to 30 today—more than half 
the 50 ambulances requested from 
Canada by the Britsh Red Cross. 


Manitoba has pledged six fully- 
equipped machines, Roy H. Snider, 
secretary of the Manitoba division, 
Canadian Red Cross, reported, He 
estimated the province's total will 
reach at least 10. Ambulances were 
pledged by the Beaver Clubs of the 
Hudson's Bay Company, United 
Grain Growers Limited, citizens of 
Sourig and Killarney, teachers and 
other employees of the Winnipeg 
public school board, and R. E. 
Sellers, Winnipeg grain dealer and 
honorary captain of the Royal Can- 
adian Volunteer Naval Reserve. 

Campaigns in Saskatchewan add- 
ed three ambulances, A 48-hour 
drive in Rosetown raised the neces- 
sary $2,070. Railwaymen at Moose 
Jaw decided to provide one, and 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool employ- 
ees, including those in Winnipeg 
and Port Arthur, contributed an- 
other.

ARMY TRAINING 


PLAN FAVORED 


BY ROOSEVELT 


President Seeks Power 
To Facilitate Sale Of 
Guns To Allies 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Pre- 
sident Roosevelt yesterday ap- 
plauded a newspaper editorial 
demanding compulsory military 
training for the United States 
while his aides joined with Henry 
Ford in a preliminary move to- 
ward possible mass production of 
warplanes on a gigantic scale. 

In addition, Mr. Roosevelt asked 
Congress for specific authority to 
turn old United States Army guns 
back to manufacturers, a procedure 
expected to place them quickly, if 
indirectly in the hands of the Al- 


lies. Fifty navy planes are already 
following such a route to the 
Allies. 


TOTAL OF 500 PLANES 


Highly placed persons said last 
night the administration plans to 


release, all told, more than 500 
| army and navy planes. These 
| would include army attack bomb- 


lers, various other models, and the 
| 50 navy planes already disposed of. 


The present plans, it was said, 
call for turning back to manu- 
facturers a large amount of ord- 
nance material, including 600,000 
Lee - Enfield rifles, ammunition, 
and 500 or more %5-millimetre 
guns of British and French mod- 
els. The government, it was said, 
would receive from the manufac- 
turers a $30,000,000 credit on later 
purchases of new material.
